SUPERIOR CouRT.—The case of A. 
W. Shaffer vs. David A. J enkins, 
State Treasurer, came up for a hear- 
ing before his Honor, Judge Tourgee, 
yesterday evening in the Superior 
Court. This case is briefly stated as 
follows: 

Shaffer purchased from Abraham 
Congleton several warrants amount- 
ing to $24,000, drawn by the Gov. 
(Holden) of North Carolina on the 
State Treasurer, properly counter- 
signed by the Auditor, &e., in favor 
of the said Congleton as contractor 
for work done onthe Nortn River 
and Adams’ Creek turnpike road in 
Carteret and Craven county, which 
road was established by an act of the 
Legislature of 1868-’9. The Treasurer 
reiused to pay the warrants for the 
reason that he had no funds on hand 
for such an appropriation. The suit 
is brought by Col. Shaffer as assignee 
for the recovery of the above amount. 

The Attorney General and Smith 
& Strong appeared for the Treasurer, 
and Judge Fowle for the plaintiff. 
By agreement of counsel, a jury 
trial was waived. After a full discus- 
sion of the case, Judge Tourgee de- 
livered his opinion to the effecg that 
he would not order a mandamus on 
the Treasurer, but that he should be 
required to pay the account due as 
soon as funds were on hand sufficient 
to pay it, without interfering with 
the actual and necessary expenseg of 
the Government. The counsel for 
the State, who claimed that as the 
work had not been performed, and 
therefore should not be paid for at all, 
prayed an appeal to the Supreme 
Court which was grated.

The 2,000 shares 
of stock required by the provisions of 
the charter foracommencement were 
subseribed, andthe books of subscrip- 
tion were ordered to be opened. The 
meeting adjourned to meet in New 
York, at the Astor House, March 5th, 


when the organization will be per-} 


fected by the election of a Board of 
Directors and officers. It is said that 
citizens living along the line of the 
road between Williamston, Martin 
county, and Tarboro, will subscribe 
enough to complete that portion of 
the road.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The growth of Richmond, Va., is 
something remarkble. 
Ten thousand dollars have been 


subscribed in Augusta for the endow- 
ment of a Georgia chair in Washing- 
ton and Lee University. 3 


The Virginia Legislature is ham- 
mering away on a Sunday Liquor 
Law. We regard all such legislation 
as ridiculously puritanical. 

Asa Packer, of Pennsylvania, be- 
gan as a canal-boat driver and finish- 


es worth $25,000,000; but all canal 
drivers don’t die millionaires. 


That old breathing embediment of 


meanness, Brownlow, of ‘Tennes- 
see, while he favors the Civil Rights 
bill generally, opposes the school fea- 
ture in it. He has written a letter in 
which he takes ground against the 
mixed school feature of the bill. 


The government, itis said, is about 


to take vigorous measure to repress 
the threatened Indian outbreak on 
the frontier, especially among the 
Sioux tribe. Every Indian caught 
off his reservation is to be held as an 
accomplice in the murder of Lieu- 
tenant Robinson and Agent Apple- 
ton. 


The Knoxville Daily Chronicle 


publishes a long letter from Senator 
Brownlow on the Civil Rights bill. 
He decidedly opposes the mixed 
<chool feature of the bill, and says it 
would destroy free schools in the 
South. He advises the colored peo- 
ple to tell Congress that they do not 
want mixed schools. He also favors 
the issue of more currency. 

From the account given it appears 
that the robbers of the Quincey, IIl. 
bank were at work several days. The 
l‘irst National Bank is on the main 
street of the city and within a block 
of police headquarters, but no one 
heard the explosion when the sate 
was blown open. The amount taken 
was about $150,000. It is claimed that 
the loss will not affeet the solvency 
of the bank. 


There are 652 members of the En- 


lish House of Commons. Up to 
Friday there had been 607 elected, of 
whom 325 are Conservatives and 282 
Liberals. The expectations of the 
Liberals, that their gains in Scotland 
and Ireland would counterbalance 
their losses elsewhere, are not sus- 
tnined, their majority in the first be- 
ing only 25, and in the latter 26. 


A wWetroit policeman in the west- 


ern part of the city heard that a resi- 
dent of Twelfth street had been bad- 
ly iniured, and he called at the house 
to obtain particulars. He found the 
nan lying on the lounge, his head 
hound up and his face badly scratch- 
ed, and he asked, ‘*‘What’s the mat- 
ter; did you get run over or fall down 
stairs?’ ‘*No, not exactly,’’ replied 
his wife, ‘‘but he wanted to run the 
house his way, and I wanted to run 
it my way, and there he is.’’ 


In the elections this year for the 


Forty-fourth Congress there will be 
new district lines for probably not 
less than 137 constituencies, viz: Ala- 
bama,8; Arkansas, 4: Florida, 2; 
indiana, 13; Kansas, 3; Louisiana, 
i; New York, 33; Ohio, 20; Penns- 
vivania, 27; South Carolina, 5; Ten- 
nessee, 10; Texas, 6. In most of these 
States the new appointments has been 
enacted, and in others it is in process 
of enactment, to bring into the gen- 
eral arrangements of districts the 
seats now occupied “at large.” 


The Ashantee war is over, and Sir 


Garnet Wolseley is on his way home 
from the Gold Coast. This Indian 
light of England’s has the trifling 
resemblance to our Modoe war, that 
the Ashaptees got their deadliest 
weapons direct from Birmingham, as 
Capt. Jack and Shacknasty Jim got 
theirs trom Springfield; bat it differs 
in the essential points that it was not 
nearly so long, and that the Ashan- 
tees will have to pay, in the shape of 
indemnity, alarge part of what it 
cost Great Britain to whip them. 


REPORTS from South America are 
to the effect that the yellow-fever 
continues unabated in Rio, and that 
the cholora is raging with great 
violence in Buenos Ayres and Mon- 
tevideo. Thousands of people have 
fled from those cities. 


AN examination has been made of 
the Virginia Capitol to ascertain its 
condition, and after a thorough in- 
spection the mechanics report it safe 
in every respect. This examination 
was made in consequence of the fright 
and stampede of the Senators last 
week, occasioned by a falling of 
something in the library gallery 
which is attached to the Senate 
chamber, 


PHILADELPHIA held her city elec- 
tion yesterday. Under the new 
constitution the city is divided into 
nearly a thousand election Gistricts— 
to prevent fraud—and the registrars 
must go to the house ofeach voter and 
make sure there is such a man there. 
The voter may put his name on the 
back of his ballot, if he pleases, to 
make sure of not being defrauded in 
the count. The frauds hitherto per- 
petrated in that city have doubtless 
been unsurpassed anywhere else in 
the world, but under the present sys- 
tein it is hoped that the honest ex- 


pression of the people may be at least 
partially reached. 


THE State Grange of the Patrons 
of Husbandry meets in this city to- 
day, and the attendance will doubt- 
less be large. From the doctrines 
recently promulgated by the Natio- 
nal Grange in session at Chicago, as 
published by us a few days since, we 
are prepared to believe’ that the 
(;srange movement has nothing sinis- 
ter in it, but is intended only to pro- 
mote the true interests of the hus- 
bandmen of the land by a co-opera- 
tive system. We welcome the visitors 
to Raleigh, and wish them a plea- 
sant and profitable meeting. The 
meetings of the Grange will be held 
in Tneker Hall.

a telegram announess is the cause of 
the diffleulty whieh threatens so 
much disaster and danger to our 
Western settlements; and that we 
suspect has been,in great measure,the 
eause of most of the  trou- 
bles in that quarter. The truth is the 
Indians have not been altogether 
blame-worthy. ‘The promises made 
them by the government have by no 
means been strictly kept; the stipula- 
tions contained in the treateis which 
have from time totime been entered 
into between it and the various tribes, 
have been shamefully violated; the 
supplies agreed to be delivered haye 
in too many instances been short 
in quantity and inferior in quality. 
These things naturally bred dissatis- 
faction, especially in minds so sus- 
picious as those of the Indians. And 
then, too, the class of men selected 
by the Government for their super- 
vision, and for the distribution of its 
bounties, have been by no means such 
as to command confidence; princi- 
pally they have been chosen as a re- 
ward for political services, and they 
have not hesitated to enrich them- 
selves at the expense of those com- 
mitted to their care. 

So “the failure of the agents’’ has 
been, we think, one pregnant cause 
ofthe trouble with all our Indian 
tribes. Let better men, selected with- 
out regard to their political bias, and 
having the capacity for a proper 
discharge of the duties, be selected, 
and let the Indians be treated with 
firmness but with justice, and peace 
will reign along our borders. Occa- 
sional outbreaks must be expected, 
but no serious disturbanee, such as 
now promises to occur in the West, 
would then happen. Perhaps, after 
all, the better plan would be to turn 
over the administration of our Indian 
affairs to the War Department. Offi- 
cers of the army are held to a stricter 
accountability than civilian empioy- 
ees of the Government, and because 
of their official position would com- 
mand greater respect from the In- 
dians themselves. The present poii- 
ey isa failure. We spend annually 


as much to kill the Indians in the 
summer as ittakes to prevent them 
from starving in the winter. 


NO OTHER evidence is needed to 
show the dire effects of Radi- 
cal misrule than is to be found in 
the statements, published by us yes- 
terday morning, from the Charleston 
News and Courier, showing the ex- 
penses that are being annually in- 
curred by the present government of 
South Carolina, This robvber-ridden 
State, with taxable property worth 
but little more than $100,000,000, is 
taxed this year to the amount of 35,- 
000,000, of Whieh amount over two 
and a quarter millions are required to 
run the State government, against a 
quarter of a million for the same pur- 


pose in 1865-66 under Democratic 
rule, Greorgia, at present under 


Democratic rule, with tax- 
able property valued at %50,- 
000,000, will only spend some 
$2,700,000 this year, and this will in- 
clude the sum of $823,420 devoted to 
the payment of the public debt and 
interest. The bonds of Georgia were 
last vear readily negotiated at par. 
The bonds of South Carolina, with 
two years overdue interest on them, 
sell at ten cents on the dollar. The 
State University of Georgia only 
costs the State $8,000 per annum,and 
318 students matriculated last year. 
The South Carolina University has 
no students, save a few colored men; 
the agricultural land-scrip has been 
sold,and nota dollar has accrued 
therefrom to the State, and $50,000 
are demanded for the support of the 
University for the present year. 
Georgia appropriates $250,000 to the 
free schools, and pays the money. 

Can it be wondered at that, under 
this miserable management and 
systematic plundering, our sister 
State has become paralyzed in its 
every material interest, and that her 
people groan under the impious taxa- 
tion that is imposed upon them at 
the hands of the plunderers who have 
been in possession of that State for 
the last half-dozen years? It is no 
difficult matter for the people of 
North Carolina to understand and 
appreciate this sad condition of 
affairs, for they only have to look 
back a few years to find a full 
parallel in this State; when Radi- 
calism held full sway in our midst, 
when the reckless waste of money, 
now witnessed in South Carolina, 
was a present evil with us—when 
millions and tens of millions of dol- 
lars were stolen with unsparing 
hands, and our people made to groan 
undera load of debt that is to-day too 
burdensome to enable us to come forth 
from that chaos into which we were 
then plunged. North Carolina has 
fortunately thrown off the incubus 
of dishonest legislation, and though 
her every interest is oppressed and 
retarded by the results of the LIrTrLE- 
FIELD legislation, yet we can rejoice 
that we are no longer situated like 
South Carolina, and our people ean 
honestly and heartily sympathise 
with the more unfortunate citizens 
of that more unfortunate State. 

The election now to take place in 
South Carolina is to be made a con- 
test between honesty and dishonesty, 
and we hope the State may be 
relieved of that damnable misrule 


which has so utterly ruined her,

The quantity of organic matter, which is still present, is about 12 per cent., and this 
yields about 2% per cent. of ammonia. A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per cent, wa found. All the nitrogen resent would be equivalent 
to about 3144 per cent. of ammonia. The phosphoric acid in the Guanog about 12)% per 
cent., equal to 273 per cent. of bone pho-phate. A considerable quantity of the phos- 
phoric acid, however, is present, as so-called neutral phospaate of lime, which, being 
slightly solr ble in water, renders the Guan’ as quick in its action, as a correspondin 
quantity ef superphosphate would do.

OUTH CAROLINA. 
The Tax-Payers Convention in Ses- 

sion—ExeGov. Porter Addresses 

the Body, Kesolutions, &c. 

CoLUMBIA, Feb. 17.—The ‘Tax- 
Payers Convention met at noon to- 
day, nearly two hundred delegates 
being present. In his opening ad- 
dress, President Porter said ‘‘that the 
bad faith‘of the State government and 
public corruption and extravagance 
made the reassembling of the Con- 
vention necessary. The tax-payers 
are in despair; they have no civil 
freedom, but are subjects of a plain 
and naked despotisin. ‘The prepon- 
derance of political gower is in the 
hands of non-tax-payers who refuse 
the tax-payers a iair representation 
for their protection: The proprietary 
interest representing $170,000,000 of 
property is taxed ad. libitum with- 
out its consent by those who bear no 
burden and enjoy the spoliation. 
Gov. Porter showed by facts and fig- 
ures that while the taxable property 
had declined frout $500,000,000 to 
$175,000,000 the taxes had risen from 
$400,000 to. over 3250,000,000. rhe 
people are virtually required to pay 
twenty times as much as before the 
war. The bonded debt is trebled; the 
amount of the floating debt is un- 
known ; legisintive expenses have 
risen from $40,000 to $300,000, and 
the public printing from $5,000 to 
$330,000. Hesuggested that the Con- 
vention should cncourage immigra- 
tion and organize the tax-payers mM 
every county, and memorialize 
Congress for redress of griev- 
anees by resolute words and 
and acts. The Federal Governmen- 
ean do much to improve our condi- 
tion, for that Government is the only 
power the wrong%doers fear, Ban- 
croft, the historian, had said that 
South Carolina founded the American 
Union under the lead of Gadsden and 
Rutledge and Lynch. She was the 
first to answer the call of Massachu- 
setts in 1765. Without her no Amer- 
ican Congress would have been held. 
Qne thing the American people may 
be disposed to remember against 
South Carolina, but there are many 
things they cannot afford to forget. 
Let us appeal te the American people 
and if they have nature in them they 
will heed the call. The address was 
received with much applause, espec- 
ially references to imigration and the 
part played by South Carolina in the 
war of Independence. 

Resolutions were adopted for the 
appointment of a Standing Commit- 
tee and for the appointment of a 
Committee to take to Washington a 
petition to Congress. 

The Convention then adjourned till 
to-morrow.
